Tue subject of the statua of Foreign Mail 
Steamers in this Port has already been 
dealt with in these columus ; but it may be 
well to call attontion to the ably-drafted 
Petition from the General Ohamber of 
Commerce to Hor Mnjesty the Queen, the 
text of which wo published in our last issue, 
and tho original of which wos forwarded to 
London by yesterday's mail. This Petition, 
from a legal point of view especially, ap- 
pears to us to ba conclusive, on tho’ ground. 
that no Convention can be valid which 
doprives any British. subject of bis private 
rights at common law. Even assuming 
that the Postal Convention apon which 
these Status Ordinances aro based applied 
to this Colony and te the French and Ger- 
man Mail packets—which the Petitioners 


absolutely deny~—this fatal objection, that]. 


they deprive residents here of their right to 
resort to Her Majesty’s Courts in certain 
cases, would atill hold good, a2 tho Postal 
Qonvention has never beon sanctioned by. 
Parliament. In former articles upon this 
question, wo have criticised the vast con- 
cessions mado by the Secretary. uf State for 
the Colonies to the two Foreign Steamer 
Companies reforred-to—coucessions giving 
far more than was ever asked for ;—and if, 
as appeara exceedingly probable, (seeing it 
is based on the decision in the famous cage 
of the Parlement Belge) the legal argu- 
ment contained in the Petition is sound, 
viz, that the Convention does not apply 
to Colonial Porta, then the . overplus 
of concessions made will evem to our read- 
ers to ba all the more absurd and uncalled 
for. What may be termed the more strict- 
ly commercial side of the question has not 
been so fully dealt with by the Petitioncrs 
as the legal aspect of the subject has been. 
Probably this is owing. to tho fact that the 
document was drafted by the able Queen’s 
Counsel in this Colony ; but it must be per- 
fectly well known in the Colonial Office 
that the competition in the cargo and pas- 


aenger trade is now ‘more keen then it has ; 


ever boen before, and that these privileges 
and immunities must furnish the French 


and German steamers with the means to) 


handicap their opponents. It, must be ‘ad- 
miited that the Petitioners ara eminently 
reasonable in their representations to Her 
Majesty, They do not ask for the with- 
drawal of all privileges :—they merely seek 
to modify the effect of the Foreign Mail 
Steamer Ordinance, ao that no more at least 
tay be giver! then the Freach and German 
Governments have’ actually requested to 
obtain. As the Petition says, ‘the raason- 
able demands of the French and German 
Governments for certain priviloges may be 
folly provided for without conferring rightsso 
extensive in their nature aa those now grant- 
ed.' Wehavestatéd more than once that the 
language of the arl of Roschery, when 
oxplaining to the. German Government the 
mannor and spirit in which the concessions 
wero to be grated and ‘accepted, was 
rendered qlmost entirdly nugatory by the

Petitioners. now object. It is not, of

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MURDER AND ROBBERY AT LITTLE 
HONGKONG. 


Shortly before midnight last night a body 
of Chinese tuffiana, armed with varians 
wenpons, made an attack on s house in tho 
out-of-the-way hamlet known as the now 
village of Little Hongkong, for tha purpose: 
of plundor. The house, which was occupied 
by two old women wnd 8 man, was enterod 
by way of tho roof, and tho robbers, buing 
it is supposed, resisted to some extent by 
the only ma'é occupant uf the house, shot 
him doad. ‘Thoy then acarched the housoand 
earriod offall the muney und portablo articles 
of yalue they could find—amounting in all 
to about 8200in value. ‘fhe whale village 
was roused by tho noise of tho attack, but 
the people wore ao frightencd that none of 
thom went near tho scene of the murder 
and robbery, the only witnesses of which 
wore tho two old women who live in the 
plundered house, Theso women state that, 
as the house was in darkness all the tino 
tho robbers were in it, they could not iden- | 
tify any of thom. They say, however, that 
tho gang consisted of about twenty armed | 
mon. No police assistance could be gut 
within about two miles of the lonely. vil- 
lago, a circumstance which enabled the dos- | 
poradoes to carry on their operations without 
risk to themsclves, Tho first intimation of 
the affair which the police received was 
from information brought to Inspector 
Gauld at Aberdeen Station by an ex-lukong 
who resides in the old village of Little 
Hongkong, and who on hearing tho sound af 
firing set off to give the alarm at the near- 
est police station. The time which must 
necessarily elapse, however, befora the po- 
lice contd get on tho track of the gang made 
a succussful pursuit highly improbable, and 
it is therefore no wonder that by the time 
Inapector Gauld and bis mon reached the 
scone of the attack the men had disappear- 
ed and left no traco of the whereabouts. 
The police found the villagura in a state of 
wild alarm ond ontirely unable to give any 
infurmation that would be likely to lead to 
the capture of the robbers, lt was found 
* that an attempt had been made first 
to enter the house next door to that in 
which the murder occurred, the third in 
axow of buildings of the usual Chinese pat- 
tern, but the robbers found it impossible to 
effect an entrance. Some time bad been 
apont in an effort to force tho door of this 
house, but without siccesa, A skylight vas 
thon tried, but hero the men found their 
way aflectually blocked by stout wooden 
bara which they could not remove. They 
thon turned their attention to the second 
house in tho row, where the murdor was 
committed. The untrance hore was made 
with little trouble, as the movable bara in~ 
tended to guard the access by the skylight 
had not been put in their proper places. 
The noise on the roof aroused the inmates, 
and the shooting of the unfortunate man 
who was within appears to hava occurred 
while the robbers woru still un tho roof, as 
the bullet, which struck him on the chest 
-seecis to hava hadadownward direction, The 
ssnturity which thegang felt intheir villainous 
promadings is strikingly shown by tho fact 
that after'thoy had looted this house they 
made an attempt to enter the first one in 
the row. By this time, however, the 
alarmed villogors had raised a considerable 
elamour, and the ruftians evidently became 
alarmod and decamped without Snizhing the 
work they had begun. Nothing is as yet 
known us te the direction in which they 
wont, but itis aurmised that thoy took their 
departure in a beat. As soon as the alarm 
svas given at Abordeon, Inspector Gauld 
wired to tho Central: Station, and from 
there telegrams were sent to the various 
out stations and the police were acon on 
the gui vive oll over the island. Owing 
no doubt to the long start which the 
robbers had; the efforts to track them were 
all in vain. Inquiries were zssiduously 
carried on throughout to-day, but as yet 
without eliciting anything as to where the 
ang went after leaving Little Hongkong. * 
The Now Villoge, es it ia called, is 
peculiarly able to attacks of this kind, 
aa itis entirely without diroct polico pro- 
tection, It lies some distance irom the 
> main road, and is approached by.a narrow 
footpath, About two yeara ago an attack 
similar to that. of last’ night wos mado

THE RECENT TYPHOON. 


i ARRIVAL oF THE ‘ CARIBBEOOKE | AND 
+ FALHENBURG.’ 


| Tho Carisbrooke arrived to-day with tho 
' Falkenburg in tow. Both vessola wero in 
: tho recent typhoon. Tho Carisbrooke avoms 
[to have received little or no damage, but 
|tho Falkenbury muflarod rather saverely. 
f Tho lattor veasel appears to have got inte 
tho contre o' the typhoon, Her cabin was 
amashod, the dlades uf her propelior 
‘ broken, and her rudder wreoked. Tho storm 
| glso carried away her ‘two port boats and 
| fittings, smashed hur twu starboard boate, 
while all movable material on deck - was 
swept away und the curgo dumuged. The 
accident’ to the propeller is said to have | 
‘eceurred whilo the engines were reversed. 
The vessel got into muddy water, and it 
; boing feaved shy was in danger of running 
‘aground somewhere, an ‘order waa given to 
reverse, Aa we have reported befury, ale 


managed to reach Touron of hor own accord. 
The Curisbrooke was also driven inte the same 


place by stress of weather, and Captain Cass 


agrotd to tow the Mulkenbury to Hongkong. 
Shortly before encountering the typhoon 
Captain Droyar of the Felkenburg, who 


was ailing whon ho last loft Hongkong, 
dicd of heart disease, dosth buing accelorat- 
ed, it is supposed, by the oxcitument caused 
by the approaching storm. Threo or four 
of the crew received pretty severe injuries, 
from which they have not yet recovered, and 
several Chinese passengers are said to have 
dicdfrom oxpusure. The Falkendurg was, wo 
hear, able to steam o little, while being towed 
to Hungkong. 

While the Carisbrooke waa in Touron, the 
Ghaxe arvived in a damaged condition, 
after being 13 days out from Sourabaya 
She had also 
encountered the typhoon. Her decka had 
been swept, and the water in the engine 
room was breast-high. Tho engines, how- 
aver, although very dirty, wore but slightly 
damaged ; and while the vessel is waiting 
for the coal aent hy tha Frejz, they can be 
cloaned up and set to righta, 

Tho Carisbrooke reports as follows :— 
Left Saigon Sept, 27th, passed Cape St. 
James at 10 p.m, moderate breeze from 
E.N.E. ond fine clear weather; 3 a.m. on 
the 24th, when abreast of Cape Varela, ex- 
perienced a strong gale from the westward 
with high cunfused sea and falling Baro- 
inoter; at 8 a.m. sain day, gale and wind 
increasing, wind W. by 8., aud with every 
indication of a heavy typhoun to the North; 
stood in for Phu-yen harbourjand anchored 
thore at 1 p.m. On the morning of the 
30th, Barometor rising and wind hauled to 
the southward ; weighed ugain at 9 a.m. 
and stuod for Hongkong. October Ist, 
experienced heavy N.E. gale with high sea, 
Hove co on the 2nd, with increasing N.E. 
gate and high sea and thick rain and very 
hard equalla ; ut 7 p.m., tan for Touron and 
anchored in that harbour ubout nvon on the 
Srd. ‘Sailed apaiu at G p.m. of the 7th, 
with tho steamer Falkendurg in tow; all 
wont woll until the morning of the 9th, 
when buth tvawsers broke ; got connected 
again and procesded for Hongkong, At 
mid-night on the 10th (lost night) buwsers 
broke again and anchored for the night off 
Ling-ting X,, 3} miles, and started sgain 
thia morning at 6.20a.m., arriving in Hong. 
kong at 9.30 a.m. to-day (1Lth). Had 
moderate South-casterly winds and sea to 
St. John’s island, from thenes to port fresh 
Q, to NE. winds.

THE COTTON INDUSTRY 
OF SHANGHAL 

The follewing is the Taotai’s reply te a 
joint petition. of the Chinesa cotton-mer- 
chants of Shanghai :—‘I can sep no 
grounds for the apprehensions expressed in 
this petition, of injury to the cotton 
business by the action of the recently 
established Cotton Spinoing and Weaving 
Companies at thia port. Their operations 
have received the panction of the Super- 
intendent of Trade for the Northorn ports, 
and ase preliminary step to weaving they 
are using their machinery for cle-ning 
their cotton of ita seeds. -Thoir machinery 
for weaving cloth from this so cleansed 
cotton being not yet ready, they dispose of 
their cleansed cotton. in the market; aud 
the superiority of machinery over hand 
work which it illustrates, cannot but 
tend to the advantaga .of our = cum- 
merce, and to our receiving increased 
consideration from -the outside world, 
‘Tha amount of cotton, on the other 
hand, annually prepared” by the companies 
with their machinery, bearing only the pro- 
portion of one-tenth at most to the cotton 
io the Shanghai market, I think that-it can- 
not. causa the prejudice to tho petitioners 
business of which they appear to bo in 
dread. What they wish to obtain, indeed, 
by this petition, ‘appears to be something 
very like an improper monopoly for them- 
selves, and an undue control. of the cotton 
business. It is ty be observed, also, that 
the form of their petition is highly irregu-

They are algo tho most closu-mind- 
ed and diiicult of all people to fathom, 
Ove hondred ponerations of Saying and 
conspiring for oflice han beyott in them a 
proclivity and astutenuss ins eming and 
over-reaching which it would — liBcult to 
paraHel. ‘Eho parainount th = lit in the 
mind of every Chinaman yo ateet with 
is: How much can Tinaske of this foreig- 
nor? This terrible phase of accumulated 
heredity we have to face, 


Tf, howover, nut to be hyper-critienl—and 
cortainly our criticism is made ina inmost 
amicable apirit of welcome to tho new in- 
stitutiun—we wish to remark that tho 
Directors uf tho College err in priding them- 
selves ‘that the number of aubjeota for the 
examination, namely seven, ia-much in 
exeoss of what firat-y-ar students ara snb- 
jected to at home.’ ‘Thy gravo error nade, 
necording to our ubsarvation, in the Hong- 
kong uchouls, and it is said in the Indian 
schools alao, 13 cramming too much : teach- 
ing moro than’ the pupils’ brains can as- 
similate, and the consequence ia the super: 
fieiulity which is so generally upparent in 
tho intelligent scholurs of the Hungkong 
Colonial schools, We would prefer to aco 
a more thorough and solid systom adopted, 
ns we dre sure the over-quick forcing process 
will, in tho ond, be against the interests of 
both the College and its pupils. 

Tho seven subjects of examination appear 
to be very full, and show the great ad- 
vantages of Hongkong as ap educational 
centre. The China Mail, in its report of 
the procesdings, states that at all times 
therevare in Hongkong, availuble for tho 
most part for the service of the Colloge, 
from twenty to thirty medical men—naval 
military, and civilian,—aud amongst thom, 
as the list of professors shows, are some 
men of recuznized ciinence. * 

Here matters move mors slowly, bat “by7] 
the labours of the lamented Dr Muckenzie 
and of Dr Myers, who is now hore, a sound 
beginning hus been made that, if the Chi- 
neze authorities recognise not uly the value 
but the absolute need, a medical service may 
bo eatablished in Vientain for. the army and 
navy. Withont a medical service. neither 
troops nor ships can be completely afficiont, 
in fact aurgeons, huspitals, dispensaries, are 
integral parts of any force for sen as for land. 

We hope soon tu announce 4 worthy be- 
gitning hos been made here, as the Nor- 
thern Chineso, at Jeast oll Nurth of Foo- 
chow, are not likely to avail themselves of 
the binofits prefered by Hongkong, which 
however has an ample field for itsoperations. 
The Chiticso will'do woll to establish, as a 
beginning, Mudical Colleges ‘ia Ysochow, 
Shanghai, Bankow, and ‘Tientsin, and we 
Lupu that as the eviulntion of tho high 
authorities has beets greatly stimulated by 
the admirable perf rmance and efficiency 
for warfare of the newly-organized Japanese 
army and navy, due endeavour will be mude

There ore exceptions which I know and 
gladly acknowledge, but such is the rule, 
and such is the nation we have to deal with. 
Rxamine carefully the physiognomies of tha 
crowds you meet in any city yoo please, 
you will hardly find ove ingenuous face 
among a thousnud ! 

4. They are also the proudest nation 
in the world. “Bat thoy have reason 
to--be—proud, -for-ag—nation~- can show 
auch a roll of ilhtstrious men and noble 
leeds aa they can.

PROGRESS UNSATISFACTORY. 

Our progress is uot satisfactory, Nor is 
this, we are not making head-way amoung 
them aa we reasonably could hups. We are 
rejoicing in additions to the (thnrch : two, 
ur ten, or a score, or some hundreds, as in 
certain localities ; but we don’t-rightly con- 
sider the vast increase of the population 
which is going un around o3, Tho number 
of inhabitants is increasing at not less than 
1} per cont.—a very nioderate estimate at 
the present timo of peace and fruitful sca- 
sons, ‘Faking the census a8 300,.00,000, 
this givea us 4,500,000 heathen burn into 
the world every year, Our converts avarage 
4,500,—more than. one thousand heathen 
born for every single convert brought into 
the church—-a very startling fact; or, in 
other words, we have a new nation of 
4,500,000 beathen—larger than Scotland 
—produced every year while we are only 
accomplishing a village of say, 4,5u0. 
We are thus far from keeping pace 
with the population, Last year one of- 
our missionary: societies rejoiced in the 
accession of 100 new missionaries, and: 
we all rejoiced with them, but it would 
toke 225 new missionaries evory year to 
meet the additiunal population, giving each

“UHINA WILL NOT LOOK AT OUR DIFFERENT 
REEDS AND SYSTEMS. 

Bat this is nut all, In tho foregoing 
remarka IT have buou viewing’ this guvstion 
from our own standpoint; but there is 
another frum which it is equally incumbent 
to, look, namely, the Ohineso atandpoint. 
China is no small island of the ses; the 
Chinese are no insignificant tribe of semi- 
civilized nen who may be easily won, and 
on whoni wo may impuse any ayatam of 
religion we please. Nuria thia empire lke 
the nations, of India, — comparatively 
limited in urtin anf destitute of powerfal 
national proclivitivs, Tho very opposite is 
the caso, Moreover, thoy suspoct our 
movements, and ate prepared to resunt, a3 
they did in Kang-hi's time, anything and 
everything which looks like fucsiga in- 
tervention, Nothing will they tolerate less 
than a dui or society which secks te inpose 
any control outnida or independent of 
themaclves, Can we supposu that auch a 
nation will allow us to impugo upon them 
any aystemn of Church government which 
wo may think fit to presa? Abuve all, can 
wo imagine that they will accept six ur 
ight different forma of polity? The idea 
is absolutely out of the question. -And the 
more you consider this the more utterly 
impracticable will it appear to you. : 

A foreign yuke may bo imposed on a 
nation ; commerce may be initiated and 
promoted by forca; but religion can bo ad- 
vanced by no such micans. In this ense wo 
must Grat of all win tho respect and good- 
will of the people, command the assent of 
their intelleet, und secure tho affection of 
their hearts. We must inatil oor faith inte 
the life's blood of the nation, allow it time 
to work its own way, nourish and guido it 
as wellas we can, and wait pationtly the 
development of the new character und the 
renewal of the body corporate which it will 
ultimately uffect. 

Were these creeds aud formulurics to be 
placed befora ourselves to-day we would 
not accept of them as they stand. Onv af 
our chief churches is engaged at present 
in modifying thom. Why should we seek 
to place a yoke on China that.we would not 
ourselves subinit to? 


THE ORJECT OF ALL MINSIONAIIES Is THE 
WELL-BEING AND HIGHEST INTERESTS 
OF CHINA. 

The great object of tho—ontiro -mis- 
sionary body is one, namely, the enlighten 
meut of tho nation; the strengthening 
of the nation; the elevating of the 
nation into. the. clear “ atwosphere of 
Divine truth and uw purer civilization ; 
the infusing of a new life into the nation 
which ehall raise it into true and conscious 
relationship to Heaven. . 

Thig is ourcommon object; Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians, Methodists, Congregational- 
iata, alike ali nim at thia. “” . 

Surely then_so ahould lay our pluus go a3 
to facilitate this grand achievement and not 
vetard it ? 

How then are we acting? J almost fear to 
place the ease beforo you in its naked trail 
fulness lest I auger some, and so bog the 
indulgence of my brethren. It is uo pleasnre 
tome to set forth sur divisions, but wo 
must-look at them, 


OUR ACTION THERGIN.—THE STATE OF THE 
CASE, > : 

First. To begin with, wo have the Church 
of England: with her Thirty-ume articles, 
her Prayer Book, and her formularies, all 
translated, and ahe ia striving and hoping 
to impose them in all their entirety apon 
China, Again, we havo the Presbytertans 
with the Westminster Qusfession, their 
Jonger and ghortor catechisms, their ayatem 
of Church government, also translated, 
equally zealoua and sutguine in their en. 
deavour to Ivad the Chinese to adopt their 
syatem. Further, we have the Methodiats 
with their elaborate organizations, the Con- 
grogationalista with thujr form of govern. 
ment, the Lutheran Church aecking to re- 
produce in China a facsimile of itself, 
nothing less or more. And so with other 
denominations. What aspectaclstothougnt- 
fal Chinamen! And there ore many such, 
No wonder they say tous: ‘Axree amon: 
yourselves, and then we may listen tu you. 

But thia is not the worst aspect of our 
divisions. We have thre branches of the 
Episcopal Chureb, ning different escts. of 
Presbytoriana, six seots of Methodiats, two 
Congregationalists, ‘two Buptists, besides 
several other minor bodies, 

Nor is thia oven the worat-nepsct of the 
situation. Look ar the matter iocally, and 
tuke those places with which the writur is 
best acquainted, Begin with Shanghai.
